You are hereby notified to meet at Fuller Town Hall on Tuesday, March 12, 2002, 
at 10:00 a.m. to act on Articles 1 through 19. 


The polls will be open at 10:00 a.m. and will close at 7:00 p.m. 


Article 1. To choose by non-partisan ballot the following Town Officers: 


One Selectman, Three Years One Supervisor of Checklist, Six Years 
One Selectman, Two Years One Supervisor of Checklist, Four Years 
One Town Clerk, One Year One Trustee of Trust Funds, Three Years 
One Tax Collector, Three Years One Cemetery Trustee, Three Years 

One Library Trustee, Three Years One Town Moderator, Two Years 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $564,452 for the 
operating budget and, if not, to see what sum the Town will raise and appropriate to 
defray Town charges for the ensuing year. This article does not include any other warrant 
articles. 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $47,300 for a 
fence at the Stratford Transfer Station. (Board Does Not Recommend) 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $6,595 for 
Northumberland Ambulance Service and to authorize the Selectmen to sign and agree to 
the terms and conditions of the ambulance contract. (Board Recommends) 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $2,000 for the 
Town of Colebrook to dispatch the Stratford Ambulance for 2002. (Board Recommends) 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $3,000 to 
refurbish Town records. (Board Recommends) 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $15,000 to 
purchase Scott Air Packs and hose for the fire department. (Board Recommends) 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $4,464 to be 
added to the Fire Department Expendable Trust Fund previously established. This sum to 
come from fund balance (surplus) and no amount to be raised from taxation. (Board 
Recommends) 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $4,000 from the Fire 
Department Capital Reserve Fund for the purchase of jaws of life. (Board Recommends) 
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Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $2,000 
representing the Claire & Phillip Fauteux donation to be added to the Fire Department 
Capital Reserve Fund previously established. This sum to come from fund balance 
(surplus) and no amount to be raised from taxation. (Board Recommends) 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to support a Hollow Wastewater 
Treatment Facility Project. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following 
sums to be added to the previously established Capital Reserve Funds: 


$16,500—Stump Dump. (Board Recommends) 

$ 3,000—Ambulance. (Board Recommends) 

$25,000—Highways and Bridges. (Board Recommends) 

$ 1,000—Hollow Wastewater Treatment Facility. (Board Recommends) 
$ 4,000—Fire Department. (Board Does Not Recommend) 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to adopt RSA 41:9-a to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to establish and amend fees. Such vote will continue in effect until 
rescinded. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the following 
sums for health/community organizations: 


$3,500—Upper Connecticut Valley Home Health Services. 

$ 775—Community Mental Health. 

$ 225—Developmental Service for Upper Connecticut Valley 
Mental Health Service. 

$1,000—Upper Connecticut Valley Hospital to help defray costs 
of providing emergency services at the hospital. 

$1,625—Tri-County Community Action Program. 

(Board Recommends These Appropriations) 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $300 and 
authorize donations of $50 per organization not school sponsored, if requested, in support 
of youth organizations within the Town. (Board Recommends) 


Article 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $491 for 
Northern Gateway Chamber of Commerce. (Board Recommends) 


Article 17. To see if the Town will vote to adopt a construction property tax 
exemption for public accommodation and/or industrial uses should the Town meet all the 
eligibility requirements as stated in NH Session Laws of 2000, Chapter 84 (SB 76), and 
to be certified by the NH Office of State Planning for the current year. The percentage of 
new, assessed value to be exempted is 25 percent and the exemption shall take effect in 
the tax year beginning April 1 following adoption and shall remain in effect until 2007. 
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Article 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate $942 to 
participate in the North Country Council 2002 Household Hazardous Waste collection 
program. (Board Does Not Recommend) 


Article 19. To transact any other Business that may legally come before said 
meeting and to hear reports from any agents or committees heretofore chosen.

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Town of Stratford as of and 
for the year ended December 31, 2001 as listed in the table of contents. These general purpose financial 
statements are the responsibility of the Town’s management. Our responsibility is to express an opinion 
on these general purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of 
America. Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about 
whether the financial statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test 
basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes 
assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable 
basis for our opinion. 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the general fixed assets account 
group which should be included in order to conform with accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America. As is the case with most municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the 
Town of Stratford has not maintained historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount that should 
be recorded in the general fixed assets account group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission described in the preceding 
paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material 
respects, the financial position of the Town of Stratford as of December 31, 2001, and the results of its 
operations and the cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in conformity with 
accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 


Our audit was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the general purpose financial statements of 
the Town of Stratford taken as a whole. The combining and individual fund financial statements listed as 
schedules in the table of contents are presented for purposes of additional analysis and are not a required 
part of the general purpose financial statements of the Town of Stratford. In addition, the information 
included in the Summary of Principal and Income of the Trust Funds presented as Schedule I is prepared 
on the cash basis which is a comprehensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America. Such information has been subjected to the auditing procedures 
applied in the audit of the general purpose financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly presented in 
all material respects in relation to the general purpose financial statements taken as a whole.

Dear Townspeople: 


We were saddened by the events of September 1 1" of last year. While far from the scene, 
our Town has been touched and enriched, particularly by a spirit of giving that is a direct result 
of what occurred. 


This year the Selectmen have worked on a base started by previous Boards over the past 
several years. We are pleased to report closure in several areas, including merging of the fire 
department and reduced recycling and lighting costs. Also, the Tax Collector is continuing her 
efforts to collect back taxes and has made excellent progress in this area. 


After resolving issues related to 100-year floods and environment, the Egan and Christie 
bridges are scheduled for replacement this spring and summer. Paving of part of School Hill has 
already taken place; more will occur this year to finish the job. In addition, work on Upper Mill 
Road is planned; we will pave as much as we have money for—the cost is estimated at $112,000. 
We will redo the worst part of the road and follow up with more work next year. 


Citizens at last year’s town meeting suggested cutbacks in several areas. We cut lighting 
costs through reduced PSNH rates and participation in a pilot program offered by the company 
that uses savings to pay for conversion to a more efficient lighting system, all without having to 
cut back substantially on actual lighting—this work will take place this spring. The compactor at 
the Transfer Station has been up and running for a while and seems to be working out. 


Repairs remain a priority. The Board continues to have difficulty engaging contractors to 
do desperately needed work around Town. We have arranged to get a roof over the compactor 
(coming soon), but still need a roof over the roll-off to eliminate the effects of inclement 
weather, which increases weight charges. We plan to refurbish the Quonset Hut and build an 
operator hut next to the compactor. Other buildings, such as the Grange and old fire station need 
roof work, at the least, and the town office needs rewiring. We replaced the Center Cemetery 
fence and later had to deal with trees falling down and damaging stones. 


We hired a Police Chief and are merging the fire departments into a single department 
with two stations, as of town meeting. We also managed to earn some interest for the town 
through investment of funds. 


Details and rationale for increases in the budget will be provided at the Town Meeting. 
You are invited and encouraged to attend with your support, questions, and suggestions.

Near term plans: 
Updating and reissuing the Relocation Guide, a guide targeted to those individuals and families 
seeking to relocate to the area. It contains information that addresses questions people have when 
they are looking to relocate. Chamber members only are allowed to advertise their business in this 


publication. 


A mini business expo for small businesses in our service area, open to members and non-members 
alike. 


The Chamber is a financially sound organization, and is growing its financial resources. Those resources 
will then be used to market the area and the chamber businesses.

Headwaters Subcommittee 
Connecticut River Joint Commissions 

This year, the Subcommittee was especially busy with recreation projects in the Headwaters. 
We distributed boater education pamphlets and maps to help visitors learn about public access sites 
and visitor etiquette. We advised the Vermont Dept. of Forests, Parks, Recreation and the Vermont 
River Conservancy on management of the newly conserved public access at Lyman Falls in 
Bloomfield. The Connecticut River Joint Commissions (CRJC) sponsored a public safety project 
to remove exposed spikes and rebar from the breached dam at this site. 

We are cooperating with the Town and VT and NH transportation agencies to provide a 
simple public fishing and cartop boat access and parking at the Maidstone Bridge. Because the river 
is so shallow here, and because only non-motorized boating is permitted above the bridge, the access 
will be designed for fishermen and for boats which can be carried. The access will be built after the 
bridge work is done. 

Weare helping plan exhibits for the new visitor center at Colebrook, part of the Connecticut 
River Byway, a regional economic development project focusing on the river, natural resources, 
recreation, farming, history, culture, and local products. See www.ctrivertravel.net for more. 

We're also following the I.P. land sale and CRJC’s Sustainable Riverbanks project at the 
Hook Farm in Brunswick, and have continued to carry out our legal obligation to provide 
information and assistance to the states, towns, and local landowners on projects near the river, 
including riverbank erosion in N. Stratford and Colebrook, and repairs to bridges and roads. 

The Headwaters Subcommittee is advisory and has no regulatory authority. The public is 
welcome at our meetings in the Colebrook Town Hall on the third Thursday evening of every other 
month. Helpful information, including advice on bank erosion, riparian buffers, and obtaining 
permits for work in or near the river, a calendar of meetings, and a summary of the Connecticut 
River Corridor Management Plan, is on the web at www.crjc.org/localaction. htm.

MESSAGE FROM THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
2001-2002 


The tragic events of September 11, 2001 have had an impact on all of our lives. Although we may 
think, that because of where we live, we have been immune to these events, the reality is that even our 
piece of the world has changed forever. Granted, the changes have not been dramatic but they are being 
felt none the less. Don’t we hold our breath until we are sure just what that special news bulletin is all 
about? Don't we look at any out-of-ordinary piece of mail a little suspiciously? Don’t we feel a little 
apprehensive about traveling in the company of strangers? If, as adults, we have these reactions, think 
about what our children must be feeling who don’t have our degree of experience and understand to rely 
upon. Please, let all of us take the time and effort to listen to our children and understand and address their 
fears, so that they will feel safe and secure in this post September 11% world. 

Stratford's adequate education grant from the State has decreased by around $27,000 to just a 
little over $721,000 for next year. In addition to the $721,000, the Stratford School District will receive 
about $200,000 in additional state and federal aid contributing to Stratford's proposed budget from this 
source 48% of the total, about the same as last year. The District will receive an additional 19% of their 
budget through tuition and other types of non-tax revenue. This leaves the remaining 33%, one percent 
more than last year, to be funded through local and the locally collected state property tax or other taxes. 
Therefore, only a third of the school district's budget is being raised through local taxes. 

Some of the additional state and federal money come from grants that have been awarded to the 
Stratford School District due to the effort and hard work of the staff in seeking them out and submitting 
applications. Although these grants enhance the programs offered at the school, they are not intended to 
replace or fund basic programs. One example of this type of program is the Reading Excellence Grant. 

The Stratford School District was one of only eleven districts in the state to be invited to submit a 
proposal for a Reading Excellence Grant. The goal is to improve reading instruction and increase reading 
services so that all children will learn to read well and independently by the end of the third grade. While 
research-based reading instruction in grades K-3, augmented by high quality professional staff 
development, is a major thrust of the grant, it also provides for parent education, family literacy, transition 
programs to first grade and extended school programs (after school, weekends, and summer). There is 
also a provision for on going evaluations by the Donahue Institute at the University of Massachusetts. 

Stratford joined with the two other North Country school districts, Stark and West Stewartstown, 
were invited to submit proposals and hired a person to write the grant. The Stratford School District staff 
and the consultant worked very hard to develop the proposal that was submitted to the state early in 
January. | am happy to announce that as a result of their hard work, the District was awarded $120,000 to 
implement the program. The District will receive $40,000 for the remainder of this school year and 
$80,000 for next year. There is also a possibility that the District will receive additional funding in the third 
year.

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RIGHTS OF PARENTS OR GUARDIANS 


As the parent or guardian of a child who may require or who is receiving special 
education and/or related services, you have the following rights: 


« You have the right to have access to and examine all records relating to your 
child’s education. 


« You have a right to receive prior written notice whenever the local education 
agency proposes to begin or change the special education referral, evaluation 
and/or education placement of your child. You also have a right to give your 
written consent before initial special education placement and before any 
individual evaluation of your child. 


* You have a right to question any matter, decision, or recommendation relating 
to your child’s referral, evaluation or educational placement. 


« You have the right to request an independent educational evaluation obtained 
by the local education agency. If your request is accepted, the evaluation will 
be conducted by a certified or licensed professional examiner who is 
independent of the local education agency and will be performed at no cost to 
you. Should your request be denied, you have a right to appeal this decision 
as described below. 


* If you have any complaints regarding the referral, evaluation or educational 
placement of your child, you have a right to meet with the School Board. If 
any agreement is unable to be reached, you have the right to an impartial 
hearing conducted by a state-appointed due process hearing officer. 





« Atthis hearing, you have the right to be assisted by person(s) with special 
knowledge or training or by an attorney and the right to present evidence and 
confront, cross-examine and compel the attendance of witnesses.
